Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: See page 2, lines 2 
and 19 for grammar. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3 is logically inconsistent. If only one depressed portion exists at either upper and 
lower ends, there cannot be stepped portions at both. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AEPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000.

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under at least one of 35 U.S.C. 102(a-e) as being clearly 
anticipated by any one of references A-C, E and applicant cited references to WO 02/244487 and 
DE 19911595. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(ATP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Zollner et al.. 
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7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Zollner et al. or 
WO 02/24487. 

8. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by any one of 
Schroeder et al, WO 02/24487, Zollner et al, and Tan. 

9. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e or b) as being clearly anticipated by any one of 
Schroeder et al., Zollner et al., and Tan. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

12. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by or obvious 
over, under 35 USC 103, DE 19911595. 
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The extension of the foam from the bumper face is not a patentable distinction, but an 
obvious expedient to adjust the amount of energy absorbed. 

13. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by or obvious 
over under 35 USC 103 the reference to WO 02/24487. 

The length of the foam and the overhanging portions at outer end thereof is an obvious 
expedient to meet safety standards, with thicker material absorbing more energy. 

14. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over any one of 
references applied to claim 1 above and further in view of Tusim et al. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in any of the references 
listed above polyolefin foam as an energy absorber as a known material for this purpose. 

Conclusion 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Vismara et al., Bayer et al., and Scrivo are cited to show additional depressed bumper 
beams and face mounted absorbers.
